The Tllinois Department of Nuclear Safety (Department) has no specific comments
regarding the draft report referenced above.

Representatives of the Department visited the site during and after remediation activities,
and conducted random verification survey measurements and sampling. Results of alpha and
beta/gamma direct measurements, as well as laboratory analyses of collected samples, suggest
that residual post-remediation contamination is below the decontamination limit gnidelines
specified in 32 Tlinois Administrative Code. Note that this determination is based on the
Department's representative survey, which is intended to evaluate the required comprehensive
survey conducted by remediation contractors. Based on interviews, observations and survey
results, it appears that the cleanup objectives were met for all areas of the site that were
addressed by the remedial action. '
